Defendant. 


BASIS OF THE 
ACTION. 


Why the Salt WH* Continued So Often Be- 


fore Trial—Thropp'B I'frKOutit Friends 


on the Jury. 


Rufus C. Haderman brought a suit 


against Joseph E Thropp on the 23d 
day of June, 
1S9S. The 
statement 


charged that Thropp bad caused to be 
printed and circulated throughout the 
county of Bedford during the campaign 
for the nomination of congressman in 
1898, in which both Haderman and 
Thropp were 
substantially 


candidates, a circular 
charging 
Haderman 


with being engaged, with others, iu 
the sale of the appointments for post- 
masters in Bedford county. The ar- 
ticle was well calculated to injure 
Haderman and doubtless did change 
enough votes to defeat him and to give 
this county to Thropp. 


The case came on for trial at the 


February court last and was continued. 
It was again down for trial at the 
April court and again continued on ap- 
plication of Thropp, who claimd to be 
sick. The case was again at the head 
of the list for last week and was 
promptly called for trial on Tuesday 
morning. A jury was then selected 
and sworn and the evidence taken dur- 
ing Tuesday, Wednesday, Thursday 
and Friday and the case went to the 
jury on Saturday morning and on Sun- 
day morning, after the jury had been 
out about twenty-five hours, a verdict 
for the defendant was returned. 


The evidence on the part of Plaintiff 


Haderman consisted in showing that 
Thropp had written, caused to be 
printed and had circulated over the 
county the alleged libelous circular 
The proof of this seemed to be over- 
whelming. On the side of the defend- 
ant, the circular was claimed as a priv- 
ileged communication and therefore 
not the subject of action. The defend- 
ant also offered evidence to show 
that Haderman had some connection 
with the sale of appointments to post- 
offices. It was not shown, however, 
that Haderman ever received or agreed 


pt one cent from any person in 


the way charged. The proof was over- 
whelming that Haderman at all times 
refused to have anything to do with 
the corrupt use of money in the post- 
oifice appointments 


Haderman came out of the suit with 


absolutely clean bands, but the story 
thus circulated defeated him for con- 
gress and gave the nomination to 
Thropp. 


Why the ease was continued so of ten 


before trial has always been somewhat 
of a mystery, but now it is suggested 
that the jurors drawn for these courts 
did not suit the defendant. Atleast it 
has been a noticeable feature that the 
panel for last week contained the most 
of Thropp's personal friends in the 
county. In addition to this Thropp 
called to his aid George S. Graham, for 
fifteen years district attorney of the 
city of Philadelphia and one of the 
ablest lawyers of the state, and kept 
him here a week at figures that would 
make a 
country lawyer dream of 


•wealth, to aid his local counsel,Messrs 
Reynolds and Colvin, in trying his 
case. With all this, the jury reluct- 
antly returned a verdict for defendant 
after being locked up about twenty- 
five hours and after the jury had re- 
ported to the eotirt that they could not 
agree and had requested to be dis- 
charged and again locked up, as they 
feared, for another day. John II. Jor- 
dan, Esq , tried the case alone with 
great skill and ability for Mr. Hader- 
man. 
On Wednesday of this week 


Mr. Jordan filed a motion for a new 
trial.

Of this number 
the cause of death in S6 cases was acci- 
dental drowning.

and 
37 from miscellaneous 


causes. Of the whole number 15S were 
passengers and 246 belonged to crews 
of vessels.

Secrets of the 
Late Republican 


Meeting. 


WHY BROWN WAS SLATED. 


iDtereitlng Description ol Political Events 


Connected With the Becent G. O. P. 


Convention at Harrlsburg. 


Special correspondence of THE GAZETTE. 


ini.ADEM'FiiA, September 19.—There 


is more real downright interest taken 
in an ordinary hog killin' in the coun- 
try than was displayed by the Repub- 
licans in Boss Quay's late ratification 
meetin', as Bill Connell, the Lacka- 
wanna king, who has strikes in his coal 
nines, angrily termed the state con- 
vention that met at the state capital. 


The city and county machines, in 


obedience to Quay's orders, had ground 
out as grist the full quota of putty fig- 
ures that go by the name of delegate. 
The startling falling off in the alleged 
vote returned for Colonel Stone for 
governor in 189S, and upon which the 
delegate representation was based, cut 
the ratification meetin' in point of 
delegates down to low water mark. It 
was the leanest in the history oJ the 
boss ridden party. Yet this was not 
unpleasing to Pasha Quay, since it 
was easier to manipulate and less cost- 
ly to get together. The insurgents in 
only a county here and there, like 
General Koontz in Somerset and Gen- 
eral Hastings in Centre, had seriously 
disputed with the machine for the dele- 
gates. 


In Philadelphia the insurgents hav- 


ing lost the mayor, which is the key 
to the control of that great centre ot 
population and election rascality, and 
which had wounded their leader, Dave 
Martin, in the wing, he was powerless 
to put up a fight. 


Ashbridge, the new Quay mayor, was 


instructed i>y his proprietor, Dave Lane, 
to make kindling wood of every Martin 
man bold enough to stand for delegate 
outside of the few Martin Gibraltars 
wherein the delegates were conceded to 
the man upon whose forehead Quay 
had tattooed the dollar mark. In the 
districts where contests were thus 
made there was the devil to pay. The 
hospitals were crowded with cracked 
heads and victims of murderous as- 
saults, decent Republicans were afraid 
to approach the primary polls, which 
were in possession of thugs and man 
eaters, legal election officers were toss- 
ed out of the precinct houses, gangs of 
repeaters were organized to roam from 
Quay Into Martin wards, and vote buy- 
ing and free liquor giving were shame- 
lessly carried on. Each side went the 
limit to cheat and gouge. The party 
of God and morality thus beat any- 
thing that Tammany Hall in the hey- 
dey of Tweed ever conceived or at- 
tempted. 


In Allegheny county Magee was ill. 


His partner, Insurgent Chief 
Flinn, 


was rambling in Europe. Neither lost 
an hour's good sleep over the delegates. 
John "Wanamaker, the real leader of the 
anti-Quay mutiny, was traveling in the 
"land of the midnight sun," and had 
decreed that the fight against Quay 
should not be made this year, but next 
year. Pasha Quay thus had the white 
light signal for a clear and unobstruct- 
ed road and a boss' freedom to paint 
the name of any candidate that suited 
his interest best upon the ticket. 


Still the slate was not made without 


family friction. A number of political 
judges had the audacity to come for- 
ward 'with claims to soil the ermine ot 
the supreme court and were encourag- 
ed in their ambitions by certain of 
Quay's 'prentice boys, who, like the 
Kentucky mule that went crazy ant] 
imagined himself a race horse, though! 
they were powerful enough to dictate 
to the "old man." 


But the old man had another fish for 


the pan. There lived in Lancaster 
a lawyer of some eminence on the legtil 
staff of the Standard Oil company, as 
of other corporations, who had long 
enjoyed the confidence not only ol 
Quay, but of the house of Cameron. 
His name was J. Hay Brown. 


In 1896, after iicKinley had been 


nominated at St. Louis, his political 
promoter, Mark Hanua, beating the 
state boss' combination, which includ- 
ed Quay and Platt, he was dickering 
at Canton with these defeated bosses 
for their aid In his election, Quay mad> 
a journey to the home of the presi- 
dential candidate. 


McKinley wanted Quay's experience 


in carrying New York with boodle, 
while Quay wanted his share of the 
pork if McKinley should be elected. 
When one politician deals with another 
in a matter of business there is always 
a certain amount ot distrust on either 
side. 


Therefore, it came to pass that Quay 


took along with him to Canton a wit- 
ness. J. Hay Brown was this witness 
and he was present when the bargain 
was discussed between the candidate 
and the boss and the terms agreed to. 


Quay was to take a department at 


the national committee's headquarters 
and try and repeat his success in buy- 
ing votes in New York, as he had done 
for Harrison, the pious, and was to 
give the McKinley administration a 
loyal support in the senate. 


McKinley on his part obligated him- 


self to pitchfork the federal patronage 
of Pennsylvania over to Quay. Had not 
J. Hay Brown been long underwritten 
tor elevation to the s«preme bench he 
would have appeared as one of th:> 
eminent counsel for Quay's defense 
when his enemies were trying In the 
Philadelphia court to send him to the 
penitentiary for stock gambling with 
the money of the state treasury. It 
was feared that if he had so appeared 
'that people would have said that Quay 
was paying him his fee by putting him 
on the supreme court. 


The 'prentice boys were told to go 


chase themselves, and the political 
judges ordered to replace their am- 
bitions in cold storage. J. Hay Brown's 
Uame was wriiten on the slate for su- 
preme judge, while the corporations 
exclaimed, as with one voice, "Amen." 


Quay had the making of another 


]udge 
whose 
nomination was 
not 


equivalent to an election, like that of 
Brown's. 


Now, 
be It known of all men thai 


the new mayor of Philadelphia Is anx- 
ious to get into the game. He holds 
a royal flush, in that he controls 
through the city employes and public 
contractors the Republican machine or- 
ganization of Quakerdom. He has both 
a lightning rod up and a hen on. He 
Is afflicted with the gubernatorial mi- 
crobe. 
This mayor is necessary to 


Quay in his business. He needs him 
every hour. 
Thereupon he 
allowed 


himself to be "held up." The Quaker 
mayor had a lawyer friend who had 
delivered the oily speech to the dele- 
gates who had nominated him 
for 


mayor. It mattered not that this man 
was accused of gutting estates, that 
unfortunate depositors and stockhold- 
ers protested against the court giving 
their affairs into his hands, or that 
he had nursed fat receiverships for 
years, while the tindertakers were 
planting the disgusted and defrauded 
creditors. 


Mayor Ashbridge 
demanded this 


lawyer's nomination as the price of the 
Philadelphia delegation to the state 
convention for the delivery o£ other 
delegates in the future and the throw- 
ing of the town wide open on election 
day. 


In order to oblige this mayor and 


carry out the agreement Judge Beeber, 
who had been appointed by Governor 
Hastings to please the president of a 
powerful 
corporation, and who 
has 


since died, had to he elbowed off the 
bench. 


Beeber brought immense pressure 


to bear on Quay in order to save his 
hide and tallow, but what did this 
weigh in the scales with the mayor of 
Philadelphia'and his ability to deliver 
and produce to the Quay machine? 
Therefore the name of Beeber was 
sponged from the slate for superior 
coi'St 1,'tdee an* that of Adams sub- 
stituted. The slate *•£ then complete, 


save tor one more name—the 
date for stale treasurer. 


Quay had recoct.ized that the indig- 


nant people were only waiting for the 
polls to open to smash him and his 
machine as a punishment for 
the 


Iniquities of the last legislature and 
the high handed conduct of Governor 
Stone. But he had an inspiration. He 
would imitate Tom Platt's Roosevelt 
game in New York and gull the peo- 
ple with a Spanish-Filipino war hero, 
and this would enable him to ignore 
state issues, and by shoving McKin- 
ley's colonial expansion and imperial 
policy to the firing line in the cam- 
paign he would pull the leg of the 
national administration. 
Thus Mat- 


thew would be able to kill two birds, 
as it were, with one stone. 


But he required a real hero. Noth- 


ing in the sawdust or hay foot, straw 
foot line for him. He wanted Colonel 
Hawkins. 
It appeared that the Poo 


Bahing Elkin, who was disposed to 
hang out a political shingle of his own. 
had a choice in Lieutenant Colonel 
Barnett, who had ran barefoot with 
him when a lad among the hills of 
Indiana county. The 'prentice boys 
sided with Elkin and a row was im- 
minent in the jealous family when the 
distressing intelligence was received 
that Colonel Hawkins, the hero, had 
died on shipboard en route from the 
jungles of Luzon. 


And so Quay was forced to 
take 


what was left and to ignore Congress- 
man Acheson and the 
Washington 


county organization, who complained 
that Barnett was a constitutional and 
nickel plated kicker and had been try- 
ing for years to make ticket ripping 
and caucus bolting popular in the 
politics of his county. 


And thus was the slate made. In 


the entire Quay menaeerie but the 
growl of a sinsle animal was heard. 
Boss Connell, of Lackawanna, 
was 


svishing his tail in anger, pawing the 
earth and throwing the dirt in clouds 
on his back because of the sidetracking 
of the political Judge Archbald, whom 
he was chaperoning lor the supreme 
court. 
Connell, who is 
impulsive, 


threatened to enter the arena of the 
convention and raise the roof off the 
state by exposing the corporation in- 
fluences that was dictating the noml 
nation of Brown. Ccnnell was molll 
fieti, however, by being taken behind 
the door and promised the next nomi- 
nation for governor fresh from the 
gold brick factory. Thus the Quay ma- 
chine, as the outgrowth of the state 
convention of '99, has already hung 
the promise of the next governorship 
In two stockings—that of Mayor Ash- 
bridge and that of Magnate Connell. 


The state convention ratified the pro- 


gram of Pasha Quay, who overseered 
the job in person in every particular. 
The only kick that marred the hanno 
ny that prevailed came from Insurgent 
Chief Flinn, who was brave enough to 
beard the lion in his den, and who 
protested arainst the fearful and won- 
derful platform that Included the uni- 
verse in its scope, except the Issues In 
which the people of Pennsylvania are 
vitally Interested In. 


This fearful and wonderful platform, 


which Is strung out to such length that 
a man would have to take a day oft 11 
he had the curiosity to read It, fell 
upon the state like a pebble in a pond, 
producing hardly a ripple. 


The people saw in It a cowardly eva- 


sion of the home issues that have been 
raised by the Democrats. They re- 
sent the self assertion that the Quay- 
ites are the only patriots in Pennsyl- 
vania, and they laugh at the theatrical 
spectacle of draping 
the machine's 


candidates with the American flag and 
decorating them with the streamers 
on which is printed "Mark Hanna and 
McKinley must be saved." 


The Insurgents, following the gon- 


falon of Chief Flinn, objected strenu- 
ously to the platform as a whole, be- 
cause It wilfully antagonized the anti- 
Quay element by veneering Quay with 
a coat of soft soap and patting Gover- 
nor Stone for a good boy in violating 
the constitution by appointing Quay tc 
a seat in the senate after he had failec 
to get there by the regularly chartered 
route. Indeed, the policy of the ma- 
chine was to stir up the bile of the in- 
surgents, and to provide them with 
additional grievances to keep in the 
middle of the road and continue the 
process of srushing Quay. Flinn and 
Martin were able to muster fewer than 
50 hostile votes on Ihe roll call for the 
adoption of this "fearful and wonder- 
ful" 
platform, which treats of almosl 


everything in politics and history save 
the good honest management of the 
state treasury and reform in the legis- 
lature. It is a part of the secret his- 
tory of the convention that Pasha 
3uay, who fled from his seat in the 
convention rather than remain and seo 
Senator Flinn shoot the platform full 
of holes, did not desire the taffy or 
words of commendation of himself in- 
corporated In the platform, but his 
'prentice boys compelled him to swal- 
low it. But he might have been in the 
frame of the tramp who after signing 
the pledge remarked to the good breth- 
ren: "If anything should happen and 
I should require whisky, make me 
take it—make me take it."

Th« Gallant Admiral Will Receive a Roynl 


Welcome When lie Returns to Hi* 


Native Land. 


Special correspondence of THE GAZETTE. 


Nicw YORK, September 19.—As the 


day approaches when in its patriotic 
strength a great republic arises to bid 
her son welcome back to his native 
land it scorns as if his patriotic service 
magnifies and ^rows greater and 
grander and we seek in vain for a 
parallel in the history of the past. 


The battle which links the name of 


Dewey with immortality was virtually 
fought within two or three hours. He 
took one of the most desperate chances 
to get at his enemy ever recorded in 
the naval history of the world. The 
harbor, from its mouth right up to the 
city of Manila, was one deadly net- 
work of destroying torpedoes like that 
which sent the magnificent battleship 
Maine a hopeless ruin to the bottom of 
Havana's harbor. 


It is impossible to estimate the ter- 


rible mental strain which one under- 
goes when passing through such an 
ordeal and feeling that death in its 
most appalling form may hurl you to 
destruction at any moment. Another 
view of the daring character of this 
commander is that the highest demand 
of duty required no such sacrifice. If 
he had kept his enemy safely imprison- 
ed in Manila harbor and prevented his 
escape, it was all his country could 
have fairly asked of him; the spirit of 
his old commander was seething with- 
in him and would give him no peace. 
Sleeping or waking he can see his 
brave old commander lashed in the 
shrouds as he grandly sweeps past the 
forts amid a hurricane of deadly hail 
and flame, from which there seemed to 
be no possible escape. 


More than thirty years have elapsed 


and the "bread" which brave old Ad- 
miral Farragut had "cast upon the 
waters" has returned after many days. 
It was a moment of tremendous re- 
sponsibility. Success can only he pur- 
chased at fearful sacrifice and failure 
means official damnation to the mad 
fool who led hundreds of brave men to 
that fearful carnival of Death. The 
historian who shall tell our story to 
generations yet unborn, if Dewey had 
failed on that memorable May day, 
would have placed his mad deed along- 
side of Lord Cardigan's sacrifices at 
Balaclava, when he led the gallant 
600 to the most useless, bloody and 
shameful sacrifice of brave men ever 
recorded in history; or Pickett's last 
charge on the blood-bought field of 
Gettysburg. 
Since the first recoid of 


time began nowhere can he found a 
parallel to the phenomenal battle of 
Manila; such complete and terrible 
destruction, on the one hand, and al- 
most entire exemption from injury 
and danger, on the other. Xot a man 
killed or a victory of its kind ever re- 
corded in the history of the world. 


Never before have I read of such a 


magnificent reception as the people oi 
the United States with one accord are 
waiting to greet her victorious son. 
It is a glorious thing to see a great 
nation rise up without distinction of 
religion or politics, without any of the 
differences which usually 
mark all 


such undertakings, and to see our hero 
stand singly and alone, without any of 
the jealousies which 
usually exist 


among men of his own class; but sol- 
dier and sailor, Democrat and Repub- 
lican, eagerly rush forward to meet 
him as he puts his foot back on his 
native land once more. 
When the 


millions turn out to greet him the 
victory at Manila and the destruction 
of the Spanish fleet were all that 
required requital, yet the annihilation 
of the Spanish fleet, on which depend- 
ed the salvation of Spain, is but a 
small part of the imperial service he 
has rendered to his land. I tremble 
when I think of what would have 
occurred 
if theje great 
warships 


should have escaped into the open sea. 
There would have gone up a cry along 
our shores for thousands of miles, a 
cry more bitter than the waters of 
Marah. Aye, more bitter than that 
which wrung the heart of the stricken 
Rachel when she mourned for her 
children and refused to be comforted 
because they were not. 
Viewed in 


every possible light with a searchlight 
of judgment into the heart's inmost 
recesses, and whatever way our great 
admiral's victory is viewed, it is the 
most perfect of its kind ever recorded 
by man. Firstly, in the daring char- 
acter of the attack; secondly, in the 
result; thirdly, the complete destruc- 
tion of the enemy he sought; and 
lastly, without the loss of a single 
man, which is the crowning glory of 
that victorious day; the broad and 
generous humanity as exhibited to a 
fallen foe. Xo one claims a share in 
the victory won or the honor con- 
ferred upon our hero. 


Every state claims a place on the 


golden roll whereon Fame has inscrib- 
ed the immortal name of Dewey. 


All the streets along which tbe pro- 


cession is to pass are covered with im- 
mense gatherings and the windows of 
private houses bringing from S50 to 
$100 each. 
While I write petitions 


come pouring in by the thousand for 
allotments in the grand parade. Little 
Conneeticut,trne to her old time loyal- 
ty, comes to greet her patriot son with 
her governor and hisbrillia. t staff and 
her rank and file, over 1,000 strong. 


Passing along the streets one begins 


to realize the magnitude of the prepa- 
rations. On either side grand stands 
have been erected, capable of seating 
thousands upon thousands. Never be- 
fore in our history has such honor been 
paid as that which the nation joins in 
celebrating the victory of Manila, com- 
plete in all its departments. 
For all 


time Admiral Dewey's name and exam- 
ple will be held as an object lesson 
tor the youths of this l%nd, and every 
nation of the globe, except a few dis- 
gruntled people who would not be sat- 
isfied with the most perfect thing ever 
conceived by the brain of man unless 
they had a finger in the pie. "Only 
these and nothing more." 


I have given up guessing. I can only 


wait. The country seemed to empha- 
size its welcome to her victorious son 
when she told him to use his flagship 
as a pleasure yacht and to take his 
time on his homeward journey. A na- 
tion's love and welcome await him. 


Here we must pause for a moment to 


review the passing scenes of our every 
day life, not forfeiting that the every 
day life will survive the grand pageant- 
ry and all the living factors that com- 
pose it. 


was erected by the late A. T. Stewart 
and was one of the factors by which 
he hoped to deserve well of posterity 
long after he had passed away.

It is unnecessary to say that poor girls 
who received S4 in A. T. Stewart's big 
establishment on Broadway could not 
pay horn S12 to 820 a week for board 
and lodging.

It was 
put in a vault in New York, from 
whence the remains were stolen, the 
thieves demanding 51,000 ransom for 
its recovery. Judge Hilton, who had 
the greatest idea of his own smartness, 
set a trap to catch the thieves and save 
his cash, and refused. So, when they 
found 
themselves closely pursued, 


they threw the worthless remains into 
Lake Champlaia, and there they will 
lay till the Judgment Day.

The roads of Silesia arc kept in splen- 
condition," writes United States 


onsnl C. W. Erdman from Breslau to 
le state department. 


The turnpikes through the province 
Silesia .ire about 100 feet wide, 


tree-fourths of the width is macadam- 
ed, and mr-fourth is natural dirt 
>ad. The n, ;:!j are kept in a better 
mdition than :>. good many macadam- 
ed streets that I have seen in the 
nited States. A good reason for this 
that the fellies and tires of the wheels 


re never less than 2 inches and soine- 
me3 8 inches, and the gauge of all 
agons, whether carriage, truck or 
arm wagon, mnst be IJa meters (4.92 
et). 
This law in regard to the width 


the gauge and the tires of the wagons 
strictly enforced. The fellies and 
•es of all farm wagons mnst be not 
ss than 4 inches; of rock and heavy 
eight wagons, from 0 to 3 inches. 


The roads are kept in order by men 


ho have charge of certain sections, 
nder the supervision of the roadmaster. 
he man who keeps his section of the 
iad in the best order during thfl year 
sceives commendation from the road- 
aster for performance of faithful serv- 
e, which testimonial is looked upon 
y the laborer aa a great honor. 


"On each side of the public roads are 
.thways for foot passengers, which are 
ept in good condition. Along the in- 
de of the footways and outside of the 
iad are trees, planted about 30 feet 
part. Most of them are black, white 
nd red cherry trees of a very fine qnal- 
y and plum trees, known in the Unit- 
d States as the blue egg phim. These 
•ees not only give excellent shade, but 
!so return considerable revenue to the 
reasnry of the various counties, the 
ruit being sold at auction, eo much per 
Tee, for a term of five years, the buyer 
inding himself to keep the trees well 
rimmed and free from insects and to 
hitewash the same in spring up to the 
rst limb. 
"Stones are placed along the roadside 
keep the hubs of wagons from dam- 


ging the trees. The law against de- 
acing or damaging any tree or shrub 
n the public highways is strictly en- 
irced. As soon as caterpillars make 
heir appearance they are burnt out 
with cotton balls saturated with coal 
iL 


There is no toD collected on any of 


he public roads, either for vehicles or 
oot passengers, excepting when a new 
ridge is constructed. Then a toll of 10 
fennigs (equal to 2. SB cencs) per horse 
s collected until the construction is 
aid for. 
;The roads and bridges are kept in 


epairs by the county, which obtains 
evenue for this purpose from taxation 
f the realty adjoining the highway."

Convict labor and good roads are a 


ombination which, just at this time, 
s all important to the Kentucky divi- 
lon of the League of American Wheel- 


men. Since the days of Boone the state 


as been mired up all winter and under

ment and in this way have received 
unexpected encouragement. It seems to 
>e the consensus nf opinion that the use 
of convicts is t5t only way in which

dition for traffic at all seasons of the 
year. In urging the use of tho class 
ome of the advocates show that in 
such use they would not be coming in 
contact with any class of free labor, as 
ihe improvement of the public roads in 
;he United States has progressed so lit- 
ile that there is no such thing as a road 
building trade, and, again, it is pointed 
out that good roads are for the entire 
>eople, and the convicts, being support- 
id by the people, shoald be made tc 
build and repair them. 


The division will use the matter it is 


collecting as the basis for a bill to be 
presented in the next legislature. 


Stnte Aid for RoailH. 


The state aid system does not inter- 


fere in any way with present methods 
of road building, but simply provides a 
means by which an enterprising coun- 
try community, desiring to possess firs!

The state does not pay for build- 
ing sucn roads, but simply contributes

Boston ivy is only one of several 
ames given to the Japan ampelopsis, 


A. veitchii. 
Rural New Yorker snys 


'ther botanical names are A. tricus- 
iclata and Vitis japonicn. for it is 
early related to the grape. Our own 
vy, Ampelopsis quinquefolia or heder- 
cea, is best known as the Virginia 


per. 
How the Japan species cnme 


o be called tbe Boston ivy is because 
le Bostonians were the first to appre- 
iate its value for covering brick and 
tone houses. It its probably employed 
ore in Boston than in any otlier 


American city, though New York in its 


p town residential quarters is not far 
ehind. 
We feel that we are quite safo in 


ayrng that there is no other vine that 
vill so completely change the appenr- 
nce of walls, dead trees, fences, rocks 
r woodwork, etc., from forbidding oh- 
ecta to objects of rare beauty as the 
Boston ivy or effect the change in so 
hort a time, for its growth is of stir- 
irising rapidity. 


Our native Virginia creeper is in- 


orior to the Boston creeper in that the 
eaves of the latter overlap one another 
ike the shingles of a roof, forming a 
mass of rich, lustrous green leaves that 


elp to shed the rain which would oth- 
rwise penetrate the bricks, stones or

ve prices. As a rule, this department 
f agriculture has been left to the pro- 
essional trucker, the farmer eontent- 
ng himself with working his ground 
uring the spring and summer and al- 
owing it to lie idle during the long 
winter months, when fresh vegetables 
ring the best prices. One reason for 
his neglected opportunity is undoubt- 
dly the expensiveaess of the strictly 
p to date forcing house. 
But for a large class of semihardy 
egetables, which find a ready market 
t fair prices, a simple and compara- 
velj' inexpensive house will answer 
very purpose and will grow success- 
ully lettuce, radishes, spinach, pars- 
ey, mint, violets and pansies, for all 
f which there is a large and growing 
inter demand in all our cities and 
irger towns. 
The house planned and built by tbe 
Titer (W. H. Burbank in Farm and 
'ireside) Is about the simplest that can 
e devised, being nothing more than 
cold frame so modified as to be easy 
f access in all weather and provided 
ritb a small entrance house. 
The house proper is 90 feet long and 
bout 12 feet wide, with side walls 8 
nches high. The entrance bouse is 
2 feet by 8 feet, with side walls 3 
eet high above the ground level. It 
s evident that these dimensions would 
give no head room. So the entire floor 


f the entrance house is excavated to 
depth of three feet, and a walk two 
eet wide and three feet deep la dug 


whole length of the glass house, 
leaves surface beds five feet wide 


n each side of the walk. The top soil 
.ay be thrown ou these beds and tbe 
ubsoil used for banking up the sides 
f the house.

The cheap and convenient homemade 
'agon illustrated is made from the 
astoff drive wheels of two combined 
eapers und mowers. The man who 
-nilt it has described it as follows in 
he Ohio Farmer: 
In hauling manure to the fields, stone 
ft .of work laud and for various other 
urposes where a low down wagon is 
ceded, it is worth many times its 
ost and has many advantages over a 
ommou farm wagon. Being low It is 
asily loaded and unloaded, while the 
road faced wheels will permit haul- 


over meadows or soft ground with- 


ut damage, when narrow tired wheels 
ould not be used at all. 
The cash outlay for it was a mere 
•ifle. We got one pair of wheels and 
pindles from an old machine that we 
ad worn out en the farm, the others 
were bought for 50 cents at a nearby 
ale. 
We bought also less than 50 


ents worth of bolts, all told, at our 
lllage hardware store. The rest of the 
material was furnished from our lum- 
cr pile and shop. The work was done 
y the writer at our farm workshop— 
where we have a forge. Three or four 
ays' work at oiUI times were required 
or the purpose. The woodwork is all 
n the rough, no plane or paint being 
sed, as utility, not beauty, was our 
im in constructing it. By making the 
olster in front three iuches higher 
ban the wheels and iron braces and 
upports (in one) of old wagon tire tbe 
ame height on rcnr axle, we were able 
o make the platform—or bottom of 
ed—project out over the wheels. This 
eature of the wagon we find of great 
dvautage in many kinds of work. 
By removing the side boards—one of 
•hicb is removed and lies diagonally 
n the cut—and erecting a suitable 
tandfvrd in front and extending the 
latform a few feet in the rear with

Where the custom 
s to feed corn almost exclusively as 
he grain ration the hogs are sure in 
time to lack in bone. Their boues grad- 


ally become smaller with each suc- 
eeding generation. 
Selection cannot 


holly overcome this. Some farmers 
ry to overcome It by purchase, but 
als is not wholly satisfactory and fails 
o a great extent. We have long since 
ound that the best way to secure an 
bundance of bone is to grow it. There 
re good reasons for this— the animals 


are more thrifty; again, we cannot get 
atisf.ii ory weights without plenty of 
tone. 


In the matter of selection, the best 
hould be retained. The best in this 
ase means those showing the great- 
st thrift and that hnve made the most 
•apid growth. 
Rapid growth is tbe 


iost important characteristic to estab- 
sh in a herd, and this cannot be done 
y selling those growing fastest and 
etaining the slow growers. 
When the farmer has good stock to 
tart with, it is only necessary to buy 
males to introduce new blood. The 
ow can always be selected on the 
arm. In fact, this is a better place to 
o it than on some other man's farm. 
n our own case we would not expect 
o purchase a class of sows as satis- 
actory as what we now have, that we 
are worked years to develop. 
We are not In favor of the practice 
f cleaning up the farm of all home 
rown stock every few years and pur- 
haslng entirely new. This is not the 
most satisfactory way to secure im- 
ro^ement. However, It may be the 
est practice for some men that make

We have had one Indian here with 


us full two years. FO that he could read 
and write good Dutch. We Instructed 
him In tbe grounds of religion. lie also 
answered publicly in the church and 
repeated the prayers. We likewise pre- 
sented him witli a Bible In order to 


ork through him some good among 


tiie Indians. But it all resulted In noth- 
ing 
lie has taken to drinking of bran- 


dy, lie pawned the Bible and became 
a real beast, who is doing more harm 
than good itmong tbe Indians."—Al- 
bany Argus.
